Washington, Nov. 13.—In answer to | 


one of the numerous protests which 
have been received at the white house 
against the new gold coin which have 
been coined without the words "In 
God We Trust," President Roosevelt 
has written a letter which today ho 
made public. The letter follows: 


"When the question of the new coin- 


age came up we looker! into the law 
and found there 
was 
no warrant 


there for putting 'In God we trust' on 
the coins. 
As the custom, although 


without legal warrant, had grown up. 
however. I might have felt at liberty 
to keep the inscription had I approved 
of its being on the coinage. But as I 
did not approve of it, I did not direct 
that it Dhould be again put on. 
Of- 


course, the matter of the law is ab_- 
acutely in the hands of congress and 
any direction of congress in the mat- 
ter will be immediately obeyed. 
At 


present, as I have said, there is no 
warrant, in law for the inscription. 


Very Near Sacrilege. 


"My own fee'.ing in the matter is 


due to my very "mi conviction that 
to put such a motto on coins, or to 
use it in any kindred manner, not only 
rtoes no good, but does positive harm, 
and 
its 
effect 
irreverence, 
which 


comes dangerously close to sacrilege. 
A beautiful sentence such as the one 
in question should he treated and ut- 
tered in that respect that it implies 
a certain exaltation of spirit. Any use 
which tends to cheapen it, and above 
all, any use which tends to secure its 
being treated in a spirit of levity, Is 
from every standpoint profoundly to 
be regretted. It is. a motto which it 
is Indeed well to have Inscribed on 
our great national monuments. In our 
temples of justice, in our legislative 
halls and In buildings such as those 
at West. Point 
and 
Annapolis—In 


short, wherever it will tend to arouse 
and insp're a lofty emotion in those 
who look therein. But it seems to 
me to cheapen such a motto by use on 
coins just as it would be to cheapen 
it by use on postage stamps or in ad- 
vertisements. As regards' its use on 
the coinage we have actual experi- 
ence by which to go. 


Source of Jest and Ridicule. 


"In all ray life I have never heard j 


any human being speak reverently of 
tnis motto on the coins or show anv 
signs of Us having appealed to any 
high emotion in him. but I have liter- 
ally hundreds of times heard it. used 
as an occasion of and incitement 1<> 
the sneering ridicule which it is above 
ail things undesirable that so beauti- 
ful and exalted a phrase should ex- 
cite. 
For example, throughout 
the 


long contest, extending over several 
decades on the free coinage questios 
the. existence of this motto on tho 
coins was a constant; source of jest, 
and ridicule: and thts was unavoida- 
ble. 
Every one must remember the 


innumerable 
cartoons 
and 
article.! 


based on phrases like "In God we 
trust, for the eight, cents," "In God we 
trust for the short weight." "In God 
we trust for the thirty-seven cents we 
do -not pay," etc.. etc. Believe me, I 
ar-, well within bounds when I say 
that a use of the phrase which Invites 
constant levity of this type is most 
undesirable. 
It congress alters the 


law and directs me to replace on the 
coins the sentence in question, the 
direction will be Immediately put into 
effect: but I very earnestly trust that 
the religious sentiment of tho country, 
the spirit of reverence in tho country, 
will prevent any such action being 
taken.

As a structure there Is none more 


remarkable on this 
continent. Its 


beauties within and without are such 
that It may be called an'architectural 
Jewel casket. Bo exquisitely is It de- 
signed that the artistic Idoas embodied 
in It do not appear at once, but dawn 
upon the observer after careful study. 


The building has a frontage of 115 


feat and Is In a T form, the extreme 
depth being seventy-throe feet. 


Its architecture is of the 
Italian 


Renaissance period, and at first tho 
exterior seems almost 
plain In Its 


simplicity. It is a uno-story structure 
of Tennessee marble. The blocks are 
massive and selected with a view to 
perfection in color and texture. The 
walls are four feet in thickness, and 
the inner one of brick is separate! 
from tho marble by a space of four- 
teen Inches. 


Fashioned and polished to a nicety, 


the blocks of marble flt with mathe- 
matical exactness. 
No mortar binds 


them, for they are set in metal, and 
so carefully are the joints put 
to- 


gether that one may pass his hand 
over the smooth outer surface with- 
out being able to detect by the sense 
of 
touch 
where they 
exist. 
The 


cornice of the building 
cost many 


thousands and 
was the 
result of 


months of work by skilful artisans. 


Entrance to the library 
is 
from 


Thirty-sixth street, by a short flight 
of broad steps, on either side of which 
Is a lion in marble. The 
entrance 


hall itself is supported by four large 
Clpolllno marble 
columns, brought 


from an ancient Roman temple. They 


hold the dome roof, which . was de- 
signed after the Sala della 
Sagna- 


tura, by Raphael, 
in 
the 
Vatican. 


There arc in the 
ceiling 
four me- 


dallions, representing literature, art, 
music and religion. The rear part o£ 
this hall runs off into an apse. 


There aro three rooms in the libra- 


ry, counting the hall as one. The 
! other two are connected with it, and 
' may be separated by. doors of bronze 
designed by Marion Story, a widely 
known sculptor. The two rooms are 
in rich Venetian style, and one has a 
coffered wooden ceiling many centu- 
ries old. 


Rare brocades cover the inner walls, 


together with rich stuffs which have 
adorned Italian palaces, and the ef- 
fect is enchantlngly picturesque. The 
bookcases which are placed against, 
the walls are low. and are fashioned 
of 
unvarnished Circassian walnut. 


They have doors with wide meshed 
screens of wire, behind which may be 
seen treasures which are the delight 
ol the bibliophile.

Indiana Man Accuses Federal Office 


Holder With Undue Activity. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—Civil Service 


Commissioner Greeue said yesterday 
that be will write William Dudley 
Foulke, of Richmond. Ind., for some In- 
formation which may lead to a sensa- 
tional investigation of methods em- 
ployed in the recent Cincinnati mnnf- 
cipal election. In an address at Cin- 
cinatl Sunday night Mr. Foulke charg- 
ed that a federal office holder to the 
civil service interfered with the con- 
duct of the election-in one precinct in 
Cincinnati Tuesday, November 6. 


"I am told that this official not only 


took an active part in the election, nut 
aided a criminal to evade the law," 
said Mr. Foulke. "The official Is »ald 
o have told a man, who confessed 
that he had voted more than once, to 
run for It' Such men should be re- 
moved from office, and I think that 
le will be when the knowledge of Wa 
action comes to the civil service com- 
mission." 
"It would give me great pleasure to 


conduct this investigation," said Mr. 
Greene. "If the federal office holder 
mentioned is found guilty he will be 
separated from his Job in short order."

It not. onlj 
presumes to modify, but even, on oc 
casious, rejects the truth taught by 
Christ, such as his resurrection and 
second advent. 


"There are a tew ambitious young 


men at the university, who, impatient 
of obscurity and meager pay, think to 
procure themselves better positions 
by attracting 
publicity. This aim 


they can accomplish best by sensa- 
tional attacks upo» what is holy. 


"The editorial says that the expec- 


tation ot Christ's second coming is 
based not on the historical but the im- 
aginative portions, of the bible. But 
the second avcnt is mentioned in the 
Acts, a historical book. It is esti- 
mated that every twenty-fifth verse of 
the Old Testament, refers to the sec- 
ond coming of the Messiah'." 


Uses Sarcasm as Weapon.

higher criticism, by ono of the min- 
isters present, was read at. (.he morn- 
ing'* session by Rev. P. V. Gcnhess.

Charles Cooley, head of the sociology 
department of the university, in a lec- 
ture yesterday declared that the Amer- 
ican type of professional politician 
was the most debased in the world.

ACCIDENT DESTROYED REASON. 


Wllllim Lupton Saw Man Killed and 


W«» Crazed by the Sight 


The following pathetic story con- 


cerning Engineer William 
Lupton, 


once well known to Wabash trainmen, 
who died at Longcliff hospital August 
4, was published in the Logansport 
Pharos: 
"Several years ago William Lupton 


was a railroad engineer, and was re- 
garded aa one of the most efficient 
runners on the road where he was 
employed. 
Prosperity smiled 
upon 


Mr. Lupton and his family and their 
share of the world's pleasure were 
enjoyed. Then came the first reverse. 
One day as Mr. Lupton was taking 
his big passenger locomotive back to 
the round house after his daily run 
ho ran over a man. The engineer 
leaned out of his cab window just as 


the big driver passed over the body. 
With the face upturned the engineer 
looked down into the eyes of his 
victim. There was something in those 
big eye* which canned the engineer 
to jump back 
in. tho window, and 


ever since they seemed to haunt him, 
both In waking hours or when asleep. 
Then his mind began to fail and less 
than a year ago he was declared of 
unsound mind. 


"Mr. Lupton was sent to Longcliff 


where there was llttlo hope expressed 
for his recovery, and where he remain- 
ed until death claimed him. Mrs. 
Lupton and her two children stayed 
in Wabash, tho mother being obliged 
to earn their dally bread. For about 
four months the little family managed 
to keep together, until another deplor- 
able thing occurred. Mrs. Lupton was 
taken 111. For some time she hovered 
between life and death, finally passing 
to the great beyond, surrounded by 
her two young children. Arrange 
ments were made to send the remains 
to Illinois, where the Luptons spent 
their happiest days, and when all the 
necessary plans had been completed 
the corpse waa placed aboard a Wa- 
bash train and sent west, tho chil- 
dren alone accompanying their moth 
cr's lifeless form. They are still be- 
•ing cared for by relatives."

Lackawanna Imtallhig Greatest Sin- 


gle Fixture Light In World. 


Tho most powerful light ever pro- 


duced from a single fixture will soon 
illuminate the Hudson river from the 
tower of the new J^aclcawanna station 
at Hoboken. 


The exterior lighting of the new 


station will Include some strikingly 
novel features, as well as good exam- 
ples of signs and outline work. The 
large sign. "Lackawanna Railroad," 
on the water tront of the building, is 
made up of letters nine feet high. 
The arches of the ferry slips are out- 
lined with incandescent lamps. 
The 


most striking feature of the exterior 
lighting, and one which will make this 
tower the most conspicuous object at 
night on the enUre North river water 
front, will be a cluster of forty-nine 


, naming arc lamps, which will be ar- 
ranged In series -within a single globe 
six feet in diameter, each arc con- 
suming sixteen amperes at 2,300 volts 
It is estimated that a candlepower oi 
1,500,000 will be reached- 
This will 


unquestionably be the most powerful 
light ever produced from a single fix- 
ture. 
The globe will be suspended 


from the upper part of the tower: Be- 
sides-being a most Impressive spec- 
tacle, this experiment will prove of no 
little commercial value In demonstrat- 
ing the possibility of lighting large 
open spaces with exceedingly high 
candle power placed at a proportion- 
ately great distance above the ilium 
Ined surface.

In a circular to 
lie railroads doing; business in Indi- 
ana, Issued yesterday, sounds a-wani- 
ng for failure upon the part of en- 
gineers to signal at. grade crossings 
md failure on tho part ot the roads to 
(.cop grade crossings In proper care, 
two things 
which, 
the commission 


says, If properly attended to, vf\\\ les- 
sen the fatalities at grade crossings. 
Twenty-eight people wore killed on 
grade crossings 
lu 
Indiana during 


Inly, August and September. 
The 


circular was written by Judge W. .1. 
Wood, who says for the commission: 


"Our 
inspectors report that many 


oC the crossings arc not in good re- 
iair. 
We 
recommend to the com- 


panies special Instructions to road- 
masters and supervisors to put these 
crossings in first class shape. 


'Reliable information reaches us 


that some of the engineers fall to give 
the station signals at these crossings. 
Some enginemen 
whistle loud 
and 


clear and others give such short and 
.mperfect blasts that they can not. 1m 
well heard, and, therefore, do not give 
adequate warning. Wo request man- 
agers and superintendents to issue 
special instructions as to the manner 
ot giving these signals, and, in order 
that enginemen may be fully inforra- 


and, therefore, not subject them- 


selves to tho severe penalties of the 
aw, we think their attention should 
be called to the statute bearing on 
:his subject: 
" 'Burns 
statutes, 
section 
22flft. 


Whoever, having charge of a locomo- 
tive engine upon any railroad, fails or 
neglects when such 
engine is ap- 


proaching any road crossing to sound 
the engine whistle at a distance of not 
more than one hundred nor less than 
eighty rods from such crossing, shall 
be fined not more than $50 nor less 
than $10; and if any person be Injured 
or killed by reason of such failure or 
neglect, he shall be imprisoned in the 
state prison not more than fourteen 
years nor less than two years. But 
nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to interfere with any 
ordinance or by-law that has beeff or 
may be passed by any city or town 
regulating the management or run- 
ning of engines or trains within such 
city or town.
